Doctors Afraid To Treat tbe Flag tie P»- 


tlenUfftnd Many XUfun*]To Burr the 


D*ad—Bodies Loft Lying 


In the StreotJ. 


Bombay, Jan, 15.—It is estimated 


that over 500,000 persons, comprising j 
more than half the population of the 
city, hare fled to escape the plague. 
The streets are practically deserted, | 
shops and 
bazaara are closed, and 
i 


business is practically at a standstill. 
The doctors are beginning1 to fear treat- 
ing plague patients, lest they contract' 
the disease, and many of the native 
physicians hav-e itied. About 60,000 
persons are encamped at Andherl, but> 
they will not be able to remain there 
long-Bowing to the scarcity of water 
and Ine unsanitary conditions prevail- 
ing1. Every condition there is favor- 
able to an outbreak of cholera, but the 
refugees are more afraid of th« bu- 
bonic plague than of cholera, and they 
will undoubtedly remain whore they 
are rather than to return to Bombay. 
The government is-doing every thing1 
possible to assist tbe people, but its 
efforts thus far have been productive 
ot little real result io the direction of 
cleanliness. In Pooua and Bandi-a the 
plague is raging with great virulence. 
ITlie efforts of physicians to stay the 
progress of the disease in the slightest 
degree have been fruitless and the 
death rate is extremely high. Hun- 
dreds of persons attacked by the dis- 
ease have died in two or three hours, 
after suffering dreadful agnny. The 
customs of the natives add to the hlde- 
oiibness of the plague. The Moham- 
medan cemeteries are overcrowded and 
it is impossible to find men enough to 
dig graves and bury the dead. The 
sound of dirges is incessant in and 
around the places whore the Hindoos 
burn their dead in accordance with 
their time-honored customs, and the 
funeral music has a most depressing in- 
fluence on all who hear it, natives and 
foreigners alike. It is stated that num- 
bers of dead bodies of Parsees, the 
religious sect who expose their dc*>.d 
bodies to be eaten by the vultures, are 
slowly decomposing in the open air in 
the places in which they are left. They 
have uot been eaten by the vultures, 
the birds having been gorged by the 
^reut abundance of corpses furnished 
to them. Everywhere the 
greatest 


difficulty is fcund in obtaining me a to 
tarry the dead to the cemeteries, burn- 
ing places and the dokhanms, or "tow- 
ers of silence" of the Parsees. Even 
relatives shun this last service to their 
dead, fearing that they will contract 
the disease by touching or approach- 
Ing1 the bodies. In many cases tho 
bodies have been found abandoned in 
the streets, thar bearers having been 
overcome by fear while taking them to 
their last resting place. Up to to-day 
the cumber of canes of the plague is 
placed officially at, 3,304 and the deaths 
at 2,^,">0. A feature of the disease that 
was noted in Hong Kongand southern 
China while it was prevalent there ia 
also noticed 
here. 
Swine, poultry 


and rodents appear to be very suscep- 
tible LO the plague, and great num- 
bers of them have diod.

CUBAN REPUBLIC STAMPS. 


Their Appearance In the XJnlted States 


MalU Perplexes Postal Authorities. 


Washington, Jan. 15.—The appear- 


ance of the stamp of the so-called Cu- 
ban republic IB the United States mails 
has caused much comment here and is 
being the source of some discussion at 
the postofSce department as to whether 
such stamps could be recognized as 
proper for the transmission of maila 
into the United States as this govern- 
ment has not recognized Cuba aa a free 
and Independent country. 
This is 


probably the first case of its kind 
where insurgent}, have established 
their own postofGces and used their 
own stumps, which were transmitted 
ia the malls to th<> United States. At 
the postofQce department it ia stated 
that these stamps are good so far as 
the United States is concerned, as our 
postal laws require only that tlie 
stamps "be properly cancelled, and the 
envelopes containing mail matter bear 
the postmark of a regular poatoffice. 
These regulations have been complied 
with so far aa the department knows. 
Had they not been admissible, the let 
tore hearing these stamps would have 
been marked with the letter T »t the 
receiving office in this country, mean- 
ing *'tax collect."

It is Spanish territory and Spain Is in 
the international postal union.

"Washington, Jan. 15.—No session 


of the senate is being- held to-day, that 
body having adjourned until Monday. 
The action of the senate yesterday in 
passing the house bill for free home- 
steads on the public lands in Oklaho- 
ma territory was not unexpected, hut 
the sweeping amendments adopted 
have occasioned much surprise, and it 
Is believed that they can be forced upon 
the house only after a hard fijrht, if 
at all. The bill was first amended in 
a very important particular, by strik- 


j ing" out the words in the "territory of 


Oklahoma," thus making it apply to nil 
public lunda acquired from the vari- 
ous Indian tribes. It provides that 
all settlers on those lands shall be en- 
tiled to patents, on payment of the 
usual and customary fees, and that no 
further charge of any kind bhall be re- 
qrJred. It also provides, by another 
senate amendment, that all sums of 
money so releaseO, which if not re- 
leased would belong to any 
Indian 


tribe, shall be paid to such tribe by 
the United States.

Albany, Jau. 15.— Hon. Thomas Col- 


lier Platt was last night nominated for 
United States senator "by tbe republi- 
tan members of the legislature in joint 
Caucus. His name was not presented 
ior the consideration of the caucus. 
The only Candidate placed in nomlna- , 
tion was Joseph H. Choate of New 
iTork city. The nomination was made 
just a half hour after tho caucus con- 
reaed. Of the 149 republicans votes 
cast Mr. Platt received 142, although 
aia name was not mentioned in the 
caucus until after the roll call for tho 
selection of a nominee had commenced. 
Such a condition haa never before been 
presented in party politics in New York 
state. Mr, Platt has all along said 
that he was not n candidate and the 
programme carried out by the party 
leaders last night vas in deference to 
nis request. His name waa not placed 
;u nomination and it was the evident 
mtention of the leaders to show that 
it was not necehsary to do this, as one 
*f the prominent republican leaders 
<aid: *'We will let Mr. Choate's friends 
So the talking and we will do ths vot- 
ing.'1 This wat. apparent in the result. 
Mr. Choate only received seven votes, 
t>ut this was four more than Mr. 
Platt's friends had figured out for him. 
Mr. Choate's supporters were Senators 
Brush of Hrooklyn, Pavey of New 
fork and Tibbitta of Rensselaer and 
Assemblymen.
